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YELLOW FEVER. 
Pensacola, Fla. — On Steamship "Haraldshaug." 

Under date of September 28, 1920, one case of yellow fever was 
reported on the steamship Haraldshaug at Pensacola, Fla. The 
vessel had touched at Tampico and Vera Cruz, Mex., and at Puerto 
Barrios, Guatemala, ports where yellow fever is known to be present. 
The ship lay at dock at Tampico from August 31 to September 5 
and was fumigated at Vera Cruz on September 1 1 . The initial chill 
occurred on September 10, indicating that the disease was probably 
contracted at Tampico. 

The patient was removed to the Pensacola quarantine hospital, and 
appropriate treatment was taken against the vessel and the other 
members of the crew.
